It 
would seem that Maulvi Yusuf-ud-din, who holds an office in the State correspond- 
ing to @ Collectorship in British India, went to Simla and tried to obtain from 
the Foreign Office copy of a confidential report of the Hyderabad Resident 
through a clerk of that office in a surreptitious manner. The secret transpired and 
the clerk was discharged. The Maulvi escaped from Simla, but was arrested b 
the secret pulice. The Resident has released him on bail for Rs. 2,000. The 
responsibility for his misbehaviour cannot but be laid at the door of the Ministry. 
The Nawab Wiqar-ul-Umra by no means possesses the qualifications which are 
essential for holding the portfolio of the Prime Minister of such a large State, 
and is not even able to judge of the abilities of other men. Considering the low 
political tone prevailing at Hyderabad, the attempt made to surreptitiously procure 
copy of a document from the Foreign Office may not be very objectionable. But at 
all events the Hyderabad Government ought to have entrusted the duty to a man 
capable of performing it in a satisfactory manner.

The 
Governor-General has to take orders from the Secretary of State in every matter, 
accept the proposals of the Local Governments, and follow the advice of his minis- 
ters. In short he has ceased to possess any real power and independence. If 
he does anything against the wishes of the Anglo-Indian community he has to 
encounter a very powerful opposition from the whole community including the 
officials. Just look at the Anglo-Indian agitation against the Ibert Bill in 
Lord: Ripon’s time. Mr. Gordon came out from England to serve as Private 
Secretary to Lord Ripon. But as soon as he set foot on the Indian soil at Bombay 
he was convinced that it was impossible for the Governor-General to perform his 
duties with justice and impartiality, and therefore he went back to England at once. 
Tt is plain that the Governor-General is now the mere nowinal ruler. The British 


Government is sure to follow the advice of the Jate Mr. John Bright and abolish 
the office of Governor-General before long. :

14. A correspondent of the F aryad-i-Hind (Allahabad), of the 15th Decem- 
ber, says that nothing could be further from the heart 
of Government than that the income tax should } 
Income-tax sssessments at Allahabad. heavily assessed. Indeed in paragraph 28 of their 


Circular No, 51, dated 11th Mirch 1886, the Board 
of Revenue strictly forbid inequitable assessments, but the assessors do not much 


care to adhere to the rules and orders issued by the authorities. At Allahabad 
there are several akhdrds, i.e, headquarters of several sects of Hindu religious 
mendicants, one of them being called Panchaiti Niranjani. The members of this 
sect visit all parts of the country, begging alms. When they return to Allahabad 
on the occasion of the Magh fair they surrender their savings which go to the 
general fund of the sect, which is under the management of eight men elected from 
among themselves. The akhard has established a branch at Manda in Khairagarh 
and owns both house and landed property and also makes advances on interest. The 
income derived from the fund is devoted to the supply of food and clothing to the 
old, weak and decrepid members of the sect and also to others who sojourn:at 
Allahabad during the Magh Mela. The managers or trustees of the fund have no 
personal interest therein and are liable to removal from their post for the least 
misconduct. The fund being intended for religious and charitable purposes, as will 
be perceived from the above, ought to be exempt trom the ineome tax under sec- 
tion 5, sub-section 1, clause (e) of Act 11 of 1886. But the fund, far from. being 


exempted, has been over-taxed. The trustees keep regular account books which 


are submitted to civil courts in support of civil suits which they have occasion to 


file. Their income at Allahabad, Manda and Mirzapur during 1894-95 according 


to their account books was Rs. 6,000, but the assessors estimated it at Rs. 11,000 
and they were taxed accordingly. Their account books were not accepted as 
correct and their appeals to the Collector and the Commissioner resulted in nothing ; 
they have even been refused copies of the reports of the Tahsilddr and the Treasurer

short time and does not (readily) cool, one fails to see the expedieney of entrusting 
such a necessary of life as water to the custody of a single man, the water-works 
engineer, It is a matter of actual experience that when a fire occurred at Bombay 
and the municipal water was used up in extinguishing it, people went to the stand- 
booms and turned the taps in vain, not a single drop of water coming out of them. 
OW suppose some mishap occurs to the water-works at a place, and the municipal 
water cannot be had, say for four days or so, how are the people to quench their thirst, 
the old wells having become useless owing to disuse soil 4 no new ones been sunk ever 
since the water-works were constructed ?. Leaving such an extreme case apart, It 1s 
really very inconvenient for the people to get water only at stated times from the 
standposts. People now cannot have the luxury of fresh water any time they 
please, as they used to have before water-works came into fashion. Another great 
is that an enemy, capturing the chief pumping station, 

may disable the engine and thereby compel the residents of the place to surrender 
for want of drinking water. Why, the enemy if so minded can easily destroy 
the whole population by poisoning the water, or blow up the whole town by using 
the. mains as mines. The pipe water is a great leveler of caste distinctions 
too, all classes of men, Hindus and Musalmans, sweepers, green-grocers, KC. 
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being allowed to take it from one and the same tap. Sometimes small fish, either 
«hole or cut in pieces, come out of the taps, which must injure the religious feelings 
of Hindus. However, as regards the construction of water-works in such towns 
where good drinkable.water could be had with difficulty, there is some justification 
for them; but what can be urged in their favour, considering their attendant 
disadvantages enumerated above, in such places where there was no such scarcity ? 
The people who have been provided with this so-called boon have no longer of 
course to depend upon their water-bearers for their supply of water, they having now 
simply to turn the taps and take as much water as they want. But they could 
entreat their water-bearers, whenever they proved recalcitrant into supplying them 
with water before, whereas they cannot possibly so persuade a recalcitrant tap.

they receive at the hands of their superiors, When any one of them is abused, he 
either commits an assault under provocation and renders himself liable to punishment 
ina criminal court or tenders his resignation. It is a matter of satisfaction that 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal has demanded an explanation from the Sessions 
Judge of Rangpur for abusing .a witness. All Governments should keep an eye 


on the officers subordinate to them and see that they do not abuse their assistants 
and other men.

He should not liken a native to a scorpion, but to a pumpkin, which must come 
to grief in every encounter witha knife. Since the Mutiny in 1857 no native has 
obtained justice against a European. Englishmen may call natives scorpions or 
even snakes if they like, but they owe all their present prosperity to the natives. It 
was the natives who raised them from mere traders to rulers of the land, and they 
are living in clover at the expense of the natives. They are, however, ready to 
abuse these very natives. )

Among 
the military such punishments are reserved for the rank and file only. The 
Inspector-General of Police would, therefore, do well to make the matter clear by

ranks of society, who have risen to high appointments, are too ready to show par- 
tiality to their own countrymen, which brings British rule into disrepute. Race 
feeling is to be found very rampant among the European railway officials, as will 
be seen from the following case which has created much dissatisfaction among 
the native community. Some time ago a European’s wife and her sister, travelling 
on the Rajputdéna-Mélwa line, arrived at the Jaipur Station where a respectable 
native, who held a second class ticket, desired to take his seat in the second class 
compartment in which the ladies were seated, there being no other second class 
compartment in the train. The ladies addressed him in harsh language and did 
not allow him to enter the compartment. He appealed to the Assistant Station 
Master, who is a Bengali, who went up to the ladies and found that they had only 
intermediate class tickets. He pointed out that they were guilty of a breach 
of railway rules, and told them that as one second class compartment was intended 
for 12 passengers, they should have no objection to receive. the native gentle- 
man into their compartment ; but the ladies did not listen to him. He then re- 
ported the matter to the Station Master, who is a European, and the latter went 
to the ladies and had a talk with them. The Station Master did not allow the 
native passenger to sit with them, but gave him a seat in the first class carriage.
